Tumultuous year: feuds, FBI

WASHINGTON - A year ago, Donald Trump 
was promising the moon in Michigan: More 
jobs, less taxes, better trade deals for American 
workers, urban redevelopment, a wall on the 
Mexican border and more. 

In return for that, Michigan voters surprised 
the nation and helped send him to the White 
House. 

With the anniversary of that victory ap- 
proaching on Wednesday and nine months 
into his presidency, Trump still has little to 
show in terms of legislative accomplishments. 
Health care reform is dead for the moment and 
a fractious fight over tax reform awaits. His sig- 
nature budget proposal — which would have 
eliminated funding for Great Lakes restoration 
— has largely been rejected. 

More than half of voters disapprove of 
Trump’s job performance. Members of his own 
party have castigated him for being outrageous 
and as having “difficulty with the truth.” Many 
voters call him “reckless” and “thin-skinned.” 
He has been criticized for not calling out white 
supremacists and for picking Twitter fights.

Hours earlier, at 9:45 a.m on Oct. 26, Colvin 
lost his home in the Wayne County Tax Fore- 
closure Auction. It was one of about 2,000 oc- 
cupied homes up for the taking this fall. 

A former handyman, Colvin had gotten into 
a car accident two years earlier, which made it 
impossible to work. 

He received $735 a month in Social Security 
checks. And when he found out in May that his
